AMONG CANDIDATES 
FOR THE PRESIDENCY 


Democrats Say Backing of 
Anti-New Deal and Lib- 
eral Blocs Makes Him 
Strong Contender. 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP).— 


President Rooseveit has invited 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, to the White House for 
what is expected to be a politically- 
significant conference, it was 
‘Jearned here today. 

Wheeler, a potential candidate 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination if the President does 
not seek a third term, was a fre- 
quent White House visitor before 
1937. That year he broke with the 
President on the issue of reorganiz- 
ing the Supreme Court and helped 
lead the Senate fight which side- 
tracked this legislation. Since then, 
he has seen the President only in 
connection with legislation. 

The White House is said to have 
shown signs of friendliness toward 
Wheeler in recent weeks,.and the 
President is understood to have ad- 
dressed the Senator as “Dear Burt” 
in recent correspondence. 

Associates said Wheeler probably 
would see the President soon after 
the latter returns from a vacation 
in Warm Springs, Ga. 

Friends of Wheeler contend that 
he, as the presidential nominee, 
could unite dissident elements in 
the Democratic party—that he is a 
“liberal,” which the President has 
said the nominee must be, and that 
he would be acceptable to anti-New 
Dealers because of his stand in the 
court fight and on some other New 
Deal measures. 

Forward-Looking Platform. 

In line with Roosevelt’s asser- 
tion that the United States “was 
keeping out of the wars in Europe 
and Asia,” Democratic leaders gave 
évery indication today of making 
Administration foreign policy a 
key point in their political cam- 
paigning.

The robbers, arrested Saturday 
night, were James Fullérton, an un- 
employed baker, and Humbert J. 
Gay, who formerly delivered adver- 
tising circulars for the store. They 
were quoted by police as saying 
that one employe had planned the 
holdup, and that he had given them 
a key to the machine of the other 
employe and parked the car in an 
alley behind the store for their use 
ih escaping. 

Police expressed the opinion that 
the owner of the automobile, one 
of the two employes held for ques- 
tioning, was not involved in the 
robbery. 

The robbers told police the em- 
ploye who planned the holdup told 
them Saturday morning he had bor- 
rowed -the car and would leave it in 
the alley. He instructed them, they 
said, to leave the car at Thirteenth 
and Wash streets, after their 
escape. 

The owner of the machine told 
police the employe named by the 
robbers as the “finger” man in the 
holdup asked him Saturday if he 
could use the car on an errand. He 
said he told him he could, and 
that later in the morning the man 
said he had used it and parked it 
at Thirteenth and Wash. 

Fullerton and Gay also told po- 
lice that when the man planned 
the robbery two weeks ago he gave 
them a duplicate key to the ma- 
chine, saying he had *had it made 
when he borrowed the car pre- 
viously. 

The robbers said that after they 
had held up the two women clerks, 
who were making up the payroll in 
a balcony office, they fled to the 
car back of the store and used the 
depulicate key. They drove to 
Thirteenth and Wash and aban- 
doned the car, they said. 

The employe said by the robbers 
to have planned the robbery denied 
any part in the holdup. 

Most of the money taken in the 
holdup was recovered when Ful- 


day in the-three-story brick build- 
ing at 120-22 Collinsville avenue, in 
downtown East St. Louis, routed 
50 guests from the Comfort Hotel 
on the second and third floors and 
caused damage estimated at more 
than $25,000 to the building and its 
contents.

Roy Weiff, owner of the store, 
estimated damage to his merchan- 
dise at $20,000 and to the building 
at $5000. -Furniture in the bhase- 
ment and on the first floor at No. 
120 was damaged by fire and 
smoke. Damage to clothing on the 
first floor at 122 was chiefly from 
smoke. Weiff said he carried in- 
surance. 

Mrs. Spencer was unable to esti- 
mate her loss. The fire was under 
control within a half hour and was 
extinguished soon afterward. 


RUNAWAY STREET CAR RACES 
24 BLOCKS, RAMS INTO WALL 


Empty, Rolls Down Omaha Hill, 
Crosses Six Arterial Streets; 
No One Is Injured. 
OMAHA, Neb., April 22 (AP).— 
A driverless 18-ton street car, which 
rolled down a hill while the motor- 
man sought help for a minor re- 
pair, raced 24 blocks at high speed 
through a residence and business 
district here early today before 
leaving the track at the first turn 
and crashing through the wall of a 
brick warehouse. 
The car was empty and no one 
was injured. Street car employes 
estimated the car speed exceeded 
50 miles an hour as it roared across 
six arterial streets toward the city’s 
main business district. 


Few knew Miss Pim and almost 
none knew her well. Almost her 
sole interest was the Catholic 
church, to which she left. the 
greater part of her estate.

Nephew Tells of Visit. 

A visit te the house in 1930 is 
described by Arnold A. Pim, the 
nephew who is seeking to break 
the will. Arnold Pim is a retired 
coffee salesman living in Califor- 
nia and the visit he made here in 
1930 was the only time he had seen 
his aunt in 40 years. It was a year 
after Miss Fannie Pim had died, 
leaving Miss Louise alone in the 
house. 

“One of the things I remember 
about the visit,” Arnold said, “is 
that Aunt Lou told me her sister’s 
death had affected her in such a 
way that she didn’t do the things 
that she did before. Like the radio 
she had there; she said she hadn't 
turned it on since Aunt Fannie 
died.” 

Miss Louise was dressed in black 
and she “looked pretty well worn,” 
Arnold Pim said. “She had grieved 
a lot,” he added, “and I could 
see she wasn't happy.’ After 
kissing Arnold Pim and his wife 
when they entered, she sat rigidly 
in a rocking chair during the four- 
hour visit. 

“I noticed that on the wall there 
were two oil paintings of my grand- 
parents,” Arnold Pim said, “that I 
always prized very highly and I 
said: ‘Aunt Lou, when you are 
through with grandpa’s and grand- 
mother’s pictures I would love to 
have them,’ but she didn’t answer 
me.” 

Arnold Pim said he thought his 
aunt must be in straitened cir-

Private Lenders 
Have to Meet 3 Per Cent 
Interest Charge, Credit 
Experts Agree. | 


Would 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP).— 


Farm loan experts—split over a) 
proposal designed to reduce the $7,-| 
000,000,000 debt oun American farms 
—agreed today that it would chal- 
lenge private money lenders. 

Sponsors of the Jones-Wheeler 
farm loan bill said that private 
lending agencies probably would 
have to meet a reduced Govern- 
ment interest rate of 3 per cent on 
farm mortgages or withdraw from 
the rural credit field. 

Opponents declare that the meas- 
ure would increase Government 
competition with private capital 
and lead to “socialization” by giv- 
ing the Government a financial 
claim on thousands of farms. 

The legislation would permit the 
Farm Credit Administration to take 
over privately-held mort~ages, but 
only at valuations based on the 
productive value of the land. 

Banks, insurance companies and 
private lenders have joined in the 
fight’ over the Jones-Wheeler bill 
to authorize a cut in the interest 
charged borrowers of the Farm 
Credit Administration. Where the 
debt appeared to be more than the 
farmer could pay from his crops, 
the bill-would allow a reduction in 
the amount due. 

Wallace for Bill. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
an advocate of the proposal, con- 
tends that many a farm is bur- 
dened by a debt greater than its 
actual value. Citing the fact that 
25 per cent of the debts now are 
delinquent, he contends that the de- 
flation of farm prices and land val- 
ues after the World War has not 
been reflected fully in farm debts. 

The Jones-Wheeler bill, pending 
before the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee, would provide Government 
guarantee of Farm Credit Admin- 
istration bonds, the source of loans 
to farmers. Such a guarantee, spon- 
sors say, would cut the interest on 
the bonds to 2 per cent, though 
present funds cost 4 per cent. 

Thus, instead of the present 5.8 
per cent interest on Government 
loans, a 3 per cent rate could be 
extended to the farmer without 
cost to the Government, except 
on outstanding bonds to be retired 
by 1946. 

Refinancing of FCA mortgages 
would operate as follows: 

If a farmer felt that his mort- 
gage was excessive, he could ask 
for appraisal by a designated coun- 
ty committee of farmers. 

Right of Repurchase. 

If this committee found the 
mortgage to be in excess of the 
productive value of the farm, or 
found the periodic payments due 
on the mortgage exceeded “the nor- 
mal farm income available for such 
payments,” the FCA would take 
title to the land, cancel the mort- 
gage and lease the farm back to 
the borrower for a “trial” period of 
not more than five years. 

At the end of the lease period, 
the FCA would convey the farm to 
the tenant at a price based on the 
productive value under a loan pay- 
able within 40 years. 

Farmers indebted to private lend- 
ers also could apply to ,the FCA 
for refinancing. In such cases, the 
FCA would offer the mortgage 
holder its bonds or cash not to ex- 
ceed the productive value of the 
farm. 

In event private lenders reject- 
ed an FCA offer, sponsors of the 
measure said, the farmer could ask 
the mortgage holder to foreclose. 
The farmer then would be in a po- 
sition to repurchase the farm, os- 
tensibly at its “actual value” with 
the aid of a FCA loan. 


ST, CLAIR JURY TO INQUIRE 
INTO VOTE FRAUD CHARGES 


Investigation of Alleged Irregular- 
ities in E. St. Louis and Brooklyn 
to Begin Tomorrow.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Labor Official Defends Transportation 
Bill. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

DO not seek publicity or wish to enter 

into a controversy with Congressman 
C., Arthur Anderson or A, F. Whitney, 
president of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen. However, in view of some 
statements published in the letter col- 
umn of the Post-Dispatch, April 8, con- 
cerning my letter to Congressman Ander- 
son, I believe the public should be in- 
formed as to the real issue here, espe- 
cially after a deliberate attempt has been 
made to cloud the issue. 


The object of this. legislation (the 
Wheeler-Lea bill) is to put transportation 
by air, rail, highway and waterway on 
an equal competitive basis. The main 
artery of transportation is the railroads, 
and Congress has had railroad legisla- 
tion before it for three years, concerning 
financial rehabilitation, reorganization 
and co-ordination with other forms of 
transportation. 

A committee of six was appointed Sept. 
20, 1938, by President Roosevelt to “sub- 
mit recommendations upon the general 
transportation situation.” George M. Har- 
rison, chairman of the committee and 
grand president of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Clerks stated before the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce, Feb. 2) 1939: “We proceeded 
with the understanding that while we 
were charged primarily with the respon- 
sibility of surveying the railroad problem, 
we could not deal with it except on the 
broad basis of transportation as a whole.” 


Further recommendations were of an 
advisory nature to the Government and 
most of these recommendations have been 
embodied in the Wheeler-Lea transporta- 
tion bill now before Congress. 


Each appointee on the Committee of 
Six was appointed as an individual and 
not directly as any particular represen- 
tative. However, Mr. Harrison is a la- 
bor representative, and no true labor rep- 
resentative can at any time divorce him- 
self from the interests of those whom 
he represents. Mr. Harrison, therefore, 
was not influenced by railroad interests. 


As a matter of fact, a review of the 
recommendations made by this commit- 
tee—Mr. Whitney to the contrary not- 
withstanding—justifies the assertion that 
this legislation is representative of rail- 
roads, labor and the public and is in 
the public interest. 


As a matter of fact, the achievements 
made under Mr. Harrison’s leadership in 
social legislation alone for railroad labor 
justify the confidence reposed in him 
by the people he represents, 


Let me quote from Senator Wheeler’s 
speech at Boston recently: “This legisla- 
tion has been carefully drafted. Congress 
and its committees studied it for months. 
Representatives of the carriers, the pub- 
lic and the Government pointed out de- 
fects. Perfecting amendments were 
adopted which overcame meritorious ob- 
jections.” 


The issue here is not the Harrington 
amendment in connection with this bill, 
but a misstatement of facts in support 
of the Harrington amendment by Con- 
gressman Anderson. 

There is no danger of 400,000 rail men 
losing their jobs, because the so-called 
Splawn plan or Eastman consolidation 
theory is not included in this legislation. 
Consequently, the figures submitted by 
Congressman Anderson and advanced by 
Mr. Whitney were no doubt based on the 
Eastman consolidation plan. 

There has been no considerable oppo- 
sition to this bill except from those forms 
of transportation that do not want to 
submit to the same regulatory bodies as 
the railroads or compete on the same 
terms with them. 


Mr. Whitney's interest in behalf of 
Congressman Anderson might thus be 
explained because he could hardly be 
prompted by his interest in the welfare 
of a majority of rail workers. 

It is a matter of public record that 
Mr. Whitney resigned from the Railway 
Labor Executive Association, and this 
sovereign body, consisting of all stand- 
ard railroad organizations with the ex- 
ception of the trainmen, is now without 
his influence. 


However, his organization does enjoy 
the benefits of all legislative progress 
under the leadership of Mr. Harrison. 

Apparently, then, there is no real 
issue here, merely a misstatement of 
facts. However, if I could be assured, 
as suggésted from Mr. Whitney’s state- 
ments, that Congressman Anderson really 
has the interest of labor at heart, I would 
be glad to enlist his aid in some mat- 
ters of legislation concerning railroad 
labor. 

Congressman Anderson was condemned 
by the Missouri State Federation of 
Labor at its convention in Springfield, 
Mo., last year for his attitude on labor, 
and he does not at the present time en- 
joy the support and confidence ef labor 
in this State. 


If, however, there has been a sudden 
aboutface of his policy regarding labor, 
I will be among the first to enlist and 
welcome his assistance.

A DUTY OF THE ALDERMEN. 
What would voters of St. Louis think if the United 
States Constitution provided that members of Con- 
gress should represent local districts and states but 
that they should be elected by the nation at large? 
What would they think if, with such a principle 
in force, Missouri marked its ballots for 13 Demo 
cratic Congressmen this November but was told that 
these choices could not be seated in, Washington 
because the country as a whole had gone Republican? 
What would they think if the national legislature 
were chosen on such a basis that there was vir- 
tually no chance of opposition to the party in power? 
St. Louis voters, of course, would demounce such 
a system as a denial of representative government, 
a violation of democracy which could not be tolerat- 
ed. The idea is too fantastic to be contemplated. 
Yet that is what we have in St. Louis in the Board 
of Aldermen. The party which carries the city 
sweeps all its aldermanic candidates into office even 
though they may be defeated in their own wards. We 
have either all Democrats or all Republicans. We 
don’t have the critical minorities which répresenta- 
tive government needs if it is to operate effectively. 
St. Louis has expressed itself decisively on this 
condition. In 1934, the city by a vote of 145,000 to 
78,000 declared itself to be in favor of changing from 
election at large to election by wards. The occa- 
sion was a referendum on a State constitutional 
amendment opening the way for the change. 
Not only did the amendment carry by a great ma- 
jority in St. Louis, but it was the only one of three 
amendments on the ballot that year which the State 
of Missouri approved. 
Aldermanic candidates may now carry their wards 
and yet lose out in the election at large, They may 
now lose their wards—be repudiated by their con- 
stituencies—and still be elected to make the city’s 
laws. 
There is no speculation about this. 
elections actually produce such results. Last year 
the Sixth and Twelfth Wards went Republican. Do 
those wards have Republican Aldermen? No, be-} 
cause the Democratic city machine carried candidates 
who were defeated in their own wards to victory in 
the city at large. 
The ironic thing about all this is that it was the 
Democratic party which got the Legislature to sub- 
mit the constitutional amendment in 1934. That was 
because the Republicans had had a long lease on the 
Board of Aldermen and the Democrats had been on 
the outside looking in. 
Now the tables are turned. The Democrats are in 
power in St. Louis. What they espoused when they 
had no seats, they now disavow because to be con- 
sistent would be to run the risk of allowing St. Louis 
to elect some Republican Aldermen. 
Correction is in the hands of the Board of Alder- 
men. The bill of Alderman Petersen of the Twenty- 
third Ward died after the Aldermanic Legislation 
Committee had ignored it for six months. But Al- 
derman Warnick of the Twenty-seventh Ward has 
announced that next Friday he. will re-introduce the 
bill, with a change in the proposed referendum time 
from the August primary to the November election. 
The Aldermen have flouted the will of the voters 
of St. Louis long enough. If they do not give Alder- 
man Warnick’s bill the attention it deserves and elec- 
tion by wards the indorsement it is entitled to, they 
will invite use of the initiative. 
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An attorney for an ex-executive of Union Elec- 
tric has gone all the way back to the reign of Henry 
VIII, Yes, there were live wires in those days. 
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IL DUCE WATCHES THE BANDWAGON. 
In the language of the streets, Great Britain Sat- 
urday told Italy either “to put up or shut up.” The 
strong hints that Italy was getting ready to go to 
war on the side of Germany and the constant bar- 
rage of anti-Allied propaganda in the Italian press 
had gone too far, the British thought, and they told 
the Fascist Government so in no uncertain terms. 
As a result, the Associated Press reports from 
Rome that “today’s newspapers refrain from repeat- 
ing their recent attacks on the Allies.” 
The real reason for Italy’s gestures of solidarity 
with the Nazis may be found in a passage of a 
speech made yesterday by Giovanni Ansaldo, a mouth- 
piece for Foreign Minister Ciano. “Only if Italy is 
strong, very strong,” he said, “will she be able to 
be, in one way or another, among the conquerors.” 
Mussolini, it is certain, has no enthusiasm for 
playing second fiddle to Adolf Hitler, but he has 
been deeply impressed by the Fuehrer’s audacity and 
cunning, on both the military and diplomatic fronts. 
On the diplomatic side, the Duce has special reason 
to be impressed, for he was one of the victims, 
But unless the Allies can convince him that they 
have an even chance of winning, he will lean more 
and more to the Nazi side, however distasteful such 
a course may be. Mussolini is a practical man. He 
is determined that Italy shall be “in one way or an- 
other among the conquerors.”

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BOSS HAGUE’S MAN CROMWELL. 
The councils of state in these times demand men 
of great stature and modest posture, and James H. R. 
Cromwell, who has announced for the Democratic 
nomination for United States Senator from New Jer- 
sey, does not qualify in either respect. 
Cromwell owes his debut in politics to the ad- 
ministration’s discreditable practice of handing out 
diplomatic appointments as rewards to rich men for 
donations to the campaign treasury. Cromwell has 
the earmarks of an irresponsible political adventur- 
er. The State Department in Washington is said 
to regard his recent pro-Allied speech in Toronto 
as a calculated indiscretion to create publicity for 
his senatorial campaign. 
A welcome by-product of Cromwell’s campaign for 
the Senate is his announcement that he will resign 
shortly as Minister to Canada. His statement im- 
plies, significantly, that his resignation is not alto- 
gether voluntary but is tendered as a result of Sec- 
retary Hull’s statement that it was expected as a 
condition precedent to his contesting for the sena- 
torial nomination. 
If Cromwell has any chance of being nominated 
and elected to the Senate, he acquires it through 
the support of Frank Hague, head of the notoriously 
corrupt and tyrannical political machine which rules 
Jersey City. The fact that he ig the Hague candi- 
date is another overpowering reason why he should 
be defeated.

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THE GREAT UPSET OF 1916. 

The Chief Justice of the United States quietly ob- 
served his seventy-eighth birthday not long ago, and 
his campaign manager in the presidential contest of 
1916 died the day before the seventy-seventh anni- 
versary of his birth. Fate bracketed Charles Evans 
Hughes and William Russell Willcox in one of the 
baffling upsets of our political annals. 

The selection of Mr. Willcox as chairman of the 
Republican National Committee introduced a stran- 
ger to the country as a whole. He had been an effi- 
ciently active Hughes supporter in the convention, 
which, however, had chosen the candidate before the 
delegates arrived in Chicago. And his career was 
the traditional American success story of the coun- 
try boy who had made good in the city. By grace 
of Theodore Roosevelt’s appointive power, Mr. Will- 
cox, at 42, was reputed the youngest man to become 
Postmaster of New York City. He had filled other 
important appointive offices, city, State and national, 
had won high professional rating in the law. Yet 
his personality seemed somehow to lack the drive 
and drama that create news. 

Rumors of discontent in Republican headquarters 
were current early in a campaign which was to be 
highlighted by Mr. Hughes’ failure to pay Hiram 
Johnson the deference of a courtesy call. The inad- 
vertent omission, gleefuly exploited by the Demo- 
crats, flamed into the poisonous snub that swung 
California to Woodrow Wilson and for the Repub- 
licans was as Cleopatra’s kiss of death. Had there 
been the vigilance of aggressive command in G. H. Q., 
it was often lamented, the California faur pas had 
not occurred, and affairs of world import had been 
written in different emphasis. Biography, perhaps, 
will contrive a fairer interpretation of what contem- 
porary chagrin pronounced the Willcox Waterloo. 

An America precariously and profitably at peace 
as Europe sweltered in shambles awaited with tense 
expectation the opening speech of Mr. Hughes’ cam- 
paign, which expectation had accounted another 
“Coopem Union.” On that momentous occasion, vital- 
ized by a distinguished audience, including Theodore 
Roosevelt’s approving presence, the mighty intellect 
of Candidate Hughes missed fire. The looked-for 
burning message was, in hopeless truth, a trite effort. 
And still across the country were ringing the his- 
toric periods of Martin Glynn’s magnificent keynote 
at the St. Louis convention—a truly great political 
essay that justified with eloquent documentation 
the Wilsonian slogan, “He kept us out of war.” 

Another “Agamemnon sleeps in Argos.” To the 
“Ifs of History,” a glass of joy or cup of grief. Still, 
it may be kindly ventured that, if the Republicans 
in 1916 had had a Will Hays or a Jim Farley as

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PROBLEM OF BOARD MEMBER QUINN. 

President Mark Eagleton has discussed frankly a 
matter that for some time has been hampering Board 
of Education efficiency, and he deserves a hand for 
bringing it out into the open. The strange and un- 
predictable conduct of Thomas F, Quinn at board 
and committee meetings must be a painful subject, 
but in the interest of the public’s business, it has to 
be faced. From the examples of his behavior that Mr. 
Eagleton gives, it is plain that Quinn’s presence han- 
dicaps the board, and that he ought to resign. 

As the board president puts it, the actual func- 
tioning membership has now been reduced from 12 
to 10, Richard Murphy, discredited by the Gerling 
case disclosures, has been ill at his home, and has 
not attended a session in three months. Quinn, who 
suffered a nervous breakdown last year, is plainly 
unqualified for the post. Other board members have 
known that for some time, but it remained for Mr. 
Eagleton to have the courage to bring the issue be- 
fore the public. 

Quinn is secretary of the Gas Fitters’ Union, and 
is labor’s only spokesman on the board. Certainly 
the city’s organized workers should have better rep- 
resentation than he is able to give, and the unions 
themselves should take a hand in obtaining his re- 
tirement. At a time of crisis, when the board ought 
to be on the highest possible plane of efficiency, 
Quinn’s actions are a distinct drawback. Both 
Murphy’s and Quinn’s seats, now filled in name only, 
should be vacated, so that capable and conscientious 
persons may be named to fill them.

‘round the Cardinals’ fretful brow? Good Old Diz. 
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MONROE’S ADVICE TO NEUTRALS. 

Columns have been written and hours of speeches 
delivered on the great problem of how neutral coun- 
tries, particularly our own, can avoid involvement 
in the war now raging abroad. Nothing more sound 
is being presented today than a bit of advice offered 
more than a century ago by James Monroe, fifth 
President of the United States: 

The history of the late wars in Europe fur- 
nishes a complete demonstration that no system 
of conduct, however correct in principle, can 
protect neutral Powers from injury from any 
party; that a defenseless position and distin- 
guished love of peace are the surest invitation 
to war, and that there is no way to avoid it 
other than being always prepared and willing 
for just cause to meet it.

EW persons realize the totals of figures 
F thet express the magnitude of our pub- 
lic school activities. About 25,000,000 
pupils, of all grades, are attending school 
in the United States, and are taught by 
1,000,000 teachers. About four-fifths of the 
attendance is in elementary schools, 

If placed four abreast, the pupils would 
make a column stretching nearly across the 
country, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, It 
is an army that equaled the population of 
the United States in 1860. This is the army 
on whose efficiency depends the future wel- 
fare of our country. 

When considering the huge school attend- 
ance, it is easy to assume that illiteracy 
is nearly obliterated, but it is still found, 
for the most part, among the older classes 
in the population. Notwithstanding the de- 
velopment of literature, science and the arts, 
the almost endless multiplication of inven- 
tions, the means of transportation and com- 
munication, nearly half the world’s people 
cannot even read and write. 

The United States, in 7930, had a popula- 
tion of 98,723,047 persons who were 10 years 
old and older of whom 4,283,753 were il- 
literates, or 4.3 per cent. The 1920 census 
showed 6 per cent were illiterate. (An illit- 
erate is a person 10 years old or more who 
cannot read and write.) 

In Missouri, the 1930 population, at the 
age of 10 years and more, was 2,984,368, of 
which 67,905 were illiterates, or 2.3 per cent, 


Arrayed against such percentages are those 
of schoo] attendance. The total population 
from 5 to 20 years of age in Missouri, in 
1930, was 1,053,848, of whom 730,854 were at- 
tending school, or 69.4 per cent. The largest 
school attendance is in the group from 7 to 
13 years of age—448,465, or 96.8 per cent. 

It is compulsory in Missouri that a child 
attend school between the ages of 7 and 14. 
And it is also compulsory between the ages 
of 14 and 16 for those not actually and reg- 
ularly employed, provided they are not men- 
tally or physically incapacitated, or have 
completed the common school course and 
have received a certificate of graduation. 
After 20 years of age, the number drops to 
25,000, or 14.1 per cent. 3 

To accomplish so much in making schools 
available and efficient, a school system had 
to be evolved to promote education of chil- 
dren, and this required about 400 years. 
Many educators took prominent parts in for- 
mulating and promoting public schools, but 
of these there are three men whose work 
was basic and outstanding — Johann Strum, 
Johann Heinrich Pestalozzi and Horace 
Mann. 

An eminent German, Strum (1507-89), 
was the originator of our modern graded 
school system. He founded the_ school 
known as the Gymnasium of Strassburg, 
which, under his administration of more than 
40 years, attracted world-wide attention, and 
subsequently became a university. 
*Pestalozzi (1746-1827), a Swiss educator 
and reformer, believed that teachers should 
stimulate their pupils to exercise all their

powers through observation; that children 
should learn to do by doing and that moral 
education should go hand in hand with in- 
dustrial and intellectual training. 

In this period, Horace Mann (1796-1859) 
became one of the best known of American 
educators. Withdrawing from a lucrative 
law practice and from politics in 1837, he 
gave exceptional service for 11 years as 
secretary of the Massachusetts State Board 
of Education, went to Europe at his own ex- 
pense, in 1843, to study methods there 
and aroused .throughout America an un- 
precedented interest in educational] affairs. 

= * ~ 

Public education was given attention in 
the American colonies, Between 1619 and) 
1622, Virginia took steps toward establishing 
a system of public education, but Indian 
wars frustrated the plans and they were not 
again taken up during the colonial period. 

In 1635, Boston provided for a common 
school. In 1642, a legislative act gave the 
selectmen in every town the power to super- 
vise the employment and the education of 
children, and in 1647 the General Court en- 
acted a law which laid the foundation not 
only of the educational system of Massachu- 
setts but of the United States as well. 

This act is also noteworthy as being the 
first of its kind in the world. It required 
every town of 50 householders to establish 
a school, the teacher of which should be 
paid either by public tax or by the parents, 
as the majority of the town committee might 
decide. This act further required all towns 
of 100 families or householders to estab- 
lish a grammar school in which pupils could 
be prepared for the “University,” as Har- 
vard College was then called. Any town fail- 
ing to comply with the requirements of this 
act was subject to a fine, the fine to be 
used in support of the nearest school.

The Federal Constitution made no provi- 
sions for public education, leaving this duty 
to the several ‘states, in accordance with the 
policy previous to the Revolution. The 
relation of the national Government to edu- 
cation was not at that time clearly defined. 
The original plan was that each community 
should be responsible for educating its chil- 
dren and that the expenses should be met 
by local taxation. As the number of schools 
multiplied, it became evident that a broader 
plan of taxation must be adopted, and each 
state assume a share of school support. 


While officially there is no national sys-} 


tem of education, the systems in the several 
states are so near alike as practically to 
constitute a national system. The agencies 
most influential for securing and maintain- 
ing this uniformity are the Federal Office 
of Education, which, through its reports and 
the statistics compiled, places annually be- 
fore the country a general survey of public 
education, and the department of schoo] ad- 
ministrators of the Natior.al Education Asso- 
ciation, at whose annual meetings the sys- 
tems, courses of study and methods of in- 
struction in vogue are criticised and dis- 
cussed,

STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE IS AN EVER-WELCOME DESSERT. 


By Mrs. 
Alexander George. 


EAL-PLANNERS who empha- 
size desserts this spring are 
heading in the right direction. 
Children cherish dessert above all 
the rest of a meal, It’s an idea 
that sticks somewhere in most 
minds even after they’re grown 
up. Why not cater to it? 

There are a few simple _ stand- 
ards for desserts. Not that they 
be rich, extra fancy or intricate, 
but rather that they be seasonable 
and delicious. But, of course, no- 
body in the family will object if 
you serve them a nice frilly des- 
sert once in a while. 

Here’s a_spring-styled CARA- 
MEL PIE that will set off a sim- 
ple meal, And it won’t ruin your 
budget, either, for eggs gener 
ally are cheaper in the spring. 
Sprinkle two-thirds of a cup of 
granulated sugar into a frying pan. 
Heat slowly, and stirring constant- 
ly with a wooden spoon until a 
light brown syrup forms. This is 
the caramel, Then add two-thirds 
cup boiling water and boil gently 
until a thick syrup forms—about 
four minutes. Pour in one and one- 
half cups milk, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt and one-third cup nutmeats, 
Beat three egg yolks in a bowl, 
slowly add the hot syrup mixture 
and pour into a double boiler. Cook 
slowly until the mixture thickens 
slightly. Stir constantly, mix in 
one and one-half tablespoons of 
gelatin which have soaked five min- 
utes in one-third cup cold water. 
Cool the caramel and fold in three 
egg whites, stiffly beaten and a 
teaspoon of vanilla. Pour into a 
baked pie shell and chill until firm. 
Serve plain or cover with whipped 
cream,

F you’re having a baked dinner, 
| sup a cherry roll in the oven. It 

makes a grand dessert. Make a 
rich biscuit dough—enough for four 
or five, pat it one-third of an inch 
thick and spread with two cups 
seeded red cherries. mixed with 
one-half cup sugar and one-fourth 
teaspoon each of cinnamon, cloves 
and grated orange rind. Roll quick- 
ly and fit into a buttered loaf dish. 
Bake 35 minutes in a moderate 
oven and serve fresh with a regu- 
lar thin sauce made from cherries 
and some cherry juice. Rhubarb, 
berries or other fruits may be used 
instead of cherries, 

Here’s a trick to turn leftovers 
into a dessert. Cut 2-inch cubes 
from cake—(any kind, but angel 
food amd sponge really are best). 
Scoop out the centers and stuff 
with cubed peaches mixed with 
diced marshmallows and a few 
nutmeats. Top and surround with 
a thick, chilled, vanilla flavored 
boiled custard. 

Orange shortcake is an old stand- 
by, but always popular when made 
with boiled icing. Make up large- 
sized bsicuits. Split and fill them 
with sliced oranges. Replace the 
tops and cover with a thin boiled 
frosting. Let stand until it is set 
and then garnish with _ sliced 
oranges. 

A fruit souffle will make a hit. 
It is gay looking and delicately 
flavored. Melt 4 tablespoons of 
butter and add 5 tablespoons flour. 
When blended, pour in a cup of 


orange juice, % cup pineapple juice 
and 2 tablespoons of lemon juice. 
Cook until thick and creamy and 
then add 4 egg yolks, % cup granu- 
lated sugar, % teaspoon salt and 
1 teaspoon vanilla. Lightly fold 
in 4 egg whites, beaten. Pour into 
a buttered baking dish. Bake ina 
pan of hot water. in a moderately 
slow oven—325 degrees for an hour. 
Serve warm, plain or topped with 
whipped cream and shredded al- 
monds. 

Here is a recipe for strawberry 
shortcake: 

One box strawberries. 

Four hot shortcake biscuits, split 
and buttered. 

One-third cup cream, whipped. 

Spread strawberries on lower 
halves of biscuits; top with upper 
halves and more berries. Garnish 
with whipped cream. Serves 4. 


Shortcake Biscuits: Sift together 
one and one-half cups sifted cake 


flour, one and one-half teaspoons 
double-acting baking powder, ana 
one-half teaspoon salt. Cut in four 
tablespoons butter or other saort- 
ening. Add six tablespoons milk 
and stir until mixture forms a soft 
dough. Turn out on slightly floured 
board and kneed 30 seconds, Roll 
one-fourth inch thick and cut with 
floured three-inch biscuit cutter. 
Place half of circles on ungreased 
baking sheet and brush with melt- 
ed butter. Place remaining circles 
on top and butter well. Bake in 
hot oven (450 degrees F.) 15 to 20 
minutes,

Detection of 
‘Raw Spots: 
In Stomach

S there any test to show whether 
| there is an opening or raw 
spot in the stomach or intes- 
tines any place? 


Yes, there is a test known as 
the “Woldman Test.” It depends 
upon the use of phenolphthalein, a 
drug which is absorbed and can 
easily be detected in the urine 
because it gives a color reaction 
with acids and alkalis. 

‘The principle of the test depends 
upon the fact that phenolphthalein 
will not be absorbed through the 
intact mucous membrane of the 
digestive canal, but it will be 
readily absorbed through a de- 
nuded area where 1-.ood vessels 
are close to the surface. An amount 
of phenolphthalein is given which 
would pass through the intact stom- 
ach and intestinal canal without 
absorption, but which would show 
in the urine if a denuded area 
exists.

A FEW WEEKS ago I stated in 
this column that mineral oil used 
as a laxative did not cause cancer 
or do serious harm of any kind 
in the body. A New Haven phys- 
ician calls my attention to the 
fact that mineral oil used in the 
nose has been reported as re- 
sponsible for several cases of pneu- 
monia, This so-called “lipoid pneu- 
monia” results from the aspira- 
tion of droplets of oil in the lungs. 

One case also occurred of a man 
who had a paralysis of the glottis. 
He used mineral oil as a laxative 
by mouth, but on account of his 
disability inspired some of the oil. 
These cases are quite rare but 
have occurred often enough to 
allow warning against the use of 
a mineral oil regularly in the 
nose. 

The statement still stands that 
mineral oil used as a laxative has 
not caused cancer,

VALUE OF PARSLEY JUICE: 
Several weeks ago I stated in an- 
swer to a question that I knew of 
no special value of parsley juice 
and invited the opinions of my 
readers on the subject. I have 
had a number of replies. Several 
of them mention the use of parsley 
in urinary troubles and in reten- 
tion of the bladder; also its use 
as a kidney stimulant and in cases 
where there has been suppression 
of urine. 

One reader calls my attention 
to the fact that it is a source of 
vitamins A, B, C, and contains 
iron, copper and manganese. 

“Considering the fact,” writes 
my correspondent, “that one eats 
an infinitesimal portion of pars- 
ley, one scarcely derives any bene- 
fit from it, but I believe that by 
drinking the juice one may obtain 
the valuable mineral and vitamin 
content. I grind the parsley and 
extract the juice which I serve as 
a cocktail. If served between 
meals, I mix it with grapefruit 
juice. If served at dinner, I mix 
it with tomato juice.”

Paul Muni, Here in Stage Play, Talks About Theater and Movies, but Not His Personal Life.

FTER an absence of seven 
A years the Magnificent Muni 

has returned to the stage. 
Since his “Counsellor-at-Law,” in 
which St. Louisans saw him back 
in 1933, he has been showing Hol-

A terview was the fact that he 

had to catch up with his corre- 
spondence. And he cited this fact 
that with success came the neces- 
sity of tending to certain correspon- 
dence as one of the things that now 
clutters up his life.

This mention of roller skates re- 
minded me that in all the stories 
I had ever read about Paul Muni 
there was always the one about 
how as a juvenile with the troupe 
at the old Yiddish Theater in the 
Bowery, he used to make up as a 
wizened old man with long straggly 
hair and a flowing beard and terri- 
fy the urchins playing in the alley 
back of the theater by skating past 
them at top speed. 

“And that story,” Muni frowned, 
“is exactly the thing I’m talking 
about. Can you imagine how tired 
I am of running across that in ev- 
erything that has been written 
about me for the last 10 or 12 
years?” 

This most exacting and intense 
gentleman says that there have 
been few articles ever written about 
him which he appreciated. But you 
have to forgive the guy, because 
he’s 100 per cent sincere—and that’s 
more than you can say about a lot 
of other celebrities of stage and 
screen.

with the noise the children 

make in the house. If I tell 
them once I tell them a hundred 
times to be quiet and the place is 
like bedlam. I'll have to go away 
somewhere for a rest or I'll be in 
the mad house.” 


The poor woman did not know it 
but she was shouting so that her 
voice echoed through the house. The 
more intensely she felt her trou- 
bles the louder she shouted them. 
It was not the children who were 
to blame for the noisy place but 
their mother. 


Children respond to the atmos- 
phere about them. If it is quiet 
and gentle, so are they. When you 
want to quiet children, speak softly 
to them, so softly that they have to 
strain their ears to hear. If you 
would have them move gently, move 
that way, without hurry, without 
rush, easily and calmly. If you 
want them to take on a subdued 
mood, set the stage for it by sub- 
duing the light, the color and the 
sound of the place they are in. 


Schoolrooms are noisy if the 
teacher talks too much and too 
loudly. Hard, bright light, sHarp 
tones, quick, abrupt motions will 
excite the children into making 
noises that are unnecessary and 
wearing. Soften the light, move 
quietly, speak softly and as little 
as possible and the children will 
quiet down. 

At the same time we must re- 
member that children are active 
and noisy creatures by nature. They 
must shout and jump and run and 
frolic, at the proper time, in the 
proper place. Good manners on 
the playground are not always good 
manners in the classroom and the 
living room. If the children are 
allowed the freedom they need in 
the proper place and time, they 
will yield happily to the quieter at- 
mosphere: of home and classroom 
and church. It would be too much 
to expect that they be quiet and 
subdued all the time and it would 
be bad for their mental and phy- 
sical health.

GROWN PEOPLE like quiet. 
They dislike having the peace of 
the house disrupted and the peace- 
ful routine broken by noise and dis- 
order. But children must be trained 
to accept that atmosphere before 
they can do so. In the process of 
that training provision must be 
made for the necessary rough and 
tumble games, the shouts and the 
thumps of playful, healthy chil- 
dren.

The strain of being polite 
before guests is too severe and it 
is likely to bring on the giggles, or 
show-off spree, very embarrassing 
to everybody concerned. Let them 
appear, make their bows and dis- 
appear. Make allowances for their 
childish natures and needs. 


A quiet house, a quiet schoolroom, 
are essential to the health of the 
children and the grown people who 
occupy them. Set the atmosphere 
for that and the children will re- 
spond to the quiet as quickly as 
they they do to the noise. Talking 
about it will not be necessary.

De- 
clarer could count five tricks in the 
minor suits, and saw that if either 
heart honor were in West’s hand, 
four more tricks could be obtained 
in the heart suit. The odds were 
three to one that West would have 
at least one of the two outstanding 
honors, 

Without thinking any further 
about the hand, South immediately 
led the nine of hearts and let it 
ride. East won and returned a 
diamond. South took another heart 
finesse and this also lost. 

The result is only too easy to see. 
Declarer made only three heart 
tricks and his five tricks in the 
minor suits, and the defenders 
made five tricks with ease. 

South should have seen that 
against any division of cards he 
was sure of making three tricks in 
the spade suit, the ace of hearts 
and his five tops in the minor 
suits. He should not have touched 
the heart suit at all, but should 
have gone right after the spades. 

He still had two stoppers in the 
minor suits and, according to his 
own view, had nothing much to 
fear in hearts. A three to one shot 
is good enough when nothing better 
offers, but it should not be pre- 
ferred to an absolutely certain line 
of play.

Why Is It Called a “Penknife?” 

Found in almost everybody’s 
pocket, the penknife, with the ad- 
vent of the mechanical pencil, is 
carried for no reason, except per- 
haps vaguely that it may come in 
handy—say, to whittle wood! 

Certainly, it is never used to 
but that, over five 
hundred years ago, is how it started. 

Our pens today are made of steel 
or gold; but the penknife had its 
origin in the time when people 
wrote with quills. 

When the quills wore or broke, 
it became necessary, and at unex- 
pected moments, to sharpen or re- 
shape them. 

So, convenience decreed a small 
knife which could be carried about 
in the pocket, the product devised 
being first a tool that slid into a 
sheath and later a folding instru- 
ment with a jointed blade that 
fitted into a handle and which was 
appropriately called a penknife.
